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Have Reds Taken Over The Pentagon? 


AN IRON CURTAIN OF SILENCE ENFORCED BY THE CONTROLLED PRESS 


One of the most complete news blackouts 
in the history of this country took place 
during the week of July 26—August 1, 1961. 
In that period the great wire services and all 
newsmen and news gathering agencies norm- 
ally assigned to the task of reporting events 
in the Nation’s capitol, blacked out a major 
story of historic importance so completely 
that only by word of mouth was its exist- 
ence made known to observers outside of 
Washington, D.C. 

Senator Strom Thurmond of So. Carolina 
delivered a masterfully documented speech 
on the floor of the Senate on July 26th which 
literally shook the Kennedy Administration 
to its foundations. 


The Senator revealed in his speech “that 
there is a concerted attack under way 
against the anti-Communist indoctrination 
of the American people and our troops in 
uniform, and particularly against partici- 
pation in this effort by our military officers.” 

He returned to the same subject on 
July 29th, July 31st, Aug. 2nd and Aug. 4th, 
Senator Styles Bridges of New Hampshire, 
Carl T. Curtis of Nebraska, Barry Gold- 
water of Arizona, Jack R. Miller of Iowa, 
Karl E. Mundt of South Dakota and John G. 
Tower of Texas, all indicated sympathy with 
Senator Thurmond’s objectives during this 
period. 

Nevertheless, the American people were 
isolated from knowledge of these Senators’ 
efforts in their behalf because of an Iron 
Curtain of Silence erected by the Marxist- 
intimidated Press. The collusion and con- 
spiracy involved in the blackout was so 
obvious that Senator Mundt forcefully and 
directly accused the members of the Senate 
Press gallery and their employers of en- 
gaging in deliberate censorship. 

Senator Karl E. Mundt (R., S.D.) has 
called a July 26 address by Senator Strom 
Thurmond (D., S.C.) “one of the great 
speeches of the Senate.” 


“Newspapers spend a great deal talking 
about crime and kidnapping and racial 
disputes. But here is an issue involving the 
survival of America,” Mr. Mundt said, “that 
was almost entirely ignored by the American 
press.” 

This is a battle against a dastardly at- 
tempt to intimidate the commanders of the 
U.S. Armed Forces and prevent them from 
teaching their troops the nature of world 
communism. This constitutes a serious blow 
to the security of the United States. 


It is necessary to refer back to certain 
events which preceded the eruption of the 
fight between Strom Thurmond and mem- 
bers of the civilian team which is currently 
running the Pentagon. 


THE GENERAL WALKER CASE 


The beginning of this historic story lies 
in what has become known as the General 
Walker case. Walker was rebuked by “the 
Army” on June 12th for having tapght 
patriotism to his troops in Germany ¥a\ his

DELIVERED GREAT SPEECH 





Senator Strom Thurmond_(Dem. S.C.) 
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A letter entered into the Congressional 
Record on June 8, 1961, by Congressman 
Dale Alford of Arkansas, from a soldier who 
is serving in the 24th Infantry Division in 
Germany, of which Major General Edwin A. 
Walker was the Commanding Officer, may 
best serve to illustrate the terrible plight 
into which patriotic members of our Armed 
Forces have fallen since the Kennedy Admin- 
istration came into power. 

THE SOLDIERS LETTER 

The text of the letter, entitled, 
Obituary To ‘Pro-Blue’ ”, follows: 

Well, it has happened, Thursday, 31 May 
1961, will go on the calendars in Moscow 
as a victory for world Communism. To some 
people, it may seem a minor victory, but to 
those who know, the ramification of this 
defeat for America may be so far-reaching, 
so terrible, that in days to come, this day 
may be mourned by the slaves of a Commu- 
nist world as the day Freedom lost the war. 
Ten o’clock in the morning, 31 May 1961, 
the Pro-Blue program of the 24th Division 
was disbanded. This nucleus of an Army 
to win for liberty was broken up and scat- 
tered; the foundations for Freedom they had 
built were undermined and knocked down. 
“ What a pity! How frightening that a 
publication such as the Overseas Weekly 
should be able to wield such influence over 
the actions of free men as to force the 
downfall of a program whose only vice was 
the teaching of Americanism to Americans. 

How is it that a nation and the army of 
that nation can comply so completely with 
the wishes of their enemy? That this country 
would not only tolerate, but invite and en- 
courage subversion of its ideals. 

Pro-Blue . . . For God and Country; Pro- 
Blue . . . Dedicated to developing American- 
ism; Pro-Blue . .. Voice of free men speak- 
ing; Pro-Blue . . . Action where there was 
little action; Victim of a misinformed public, 
and a misguided policy. Pro-Blue, now in 
exile; outcast by the witch-head of ignorance, 
and destroyed by the death’s-head of Com- 
munism. Why?

How does this move in policy affect the 
overall picture? 16,000 men who were not 
only beginning to understand their obli- 
gations as members of the greatest republic 
in history, but were beginning to act on 
those obligations and appreciate the fruit 
of their labors; the right to believe and act 
on their ideals. 

16,000 men who did not fully understand 
the reason for their presence in a foreign 
country were beginning to realize the vast- 
ness of the battle they were fighting, and 
the enormity of the war they were in. 

16,000 men, soldiers, and their families 
were well on their way to fully compre- 
hending the threat of Communism. 

But now? An article by a paper of 
doubtful, to say the least, quality and 
morals; unfavorable comments from an 
English-language scandal sheet; and all the 
truths taught by Pro-Blue become “lies”; 
all that was real and sure, only short hours 
ago, is now “false;” all that was black is 
miraculously now “white;” all that was good, 
“bad;” all that was free, now “tyrannical.” 
For 16,000 disillusioned men, these are the 
results of the destruction of Pro-Blue. 

Someone once said, “When good men do 
nothing, tyranny must prevail.” We now see 
the outcome of what happens when some 
men do good and are not supported by all 
good men. 

Where do we, the men who tried to uphold 
and teach the obligations of liberty, go now? 
What will tomorrow bring for those who 
were deeply engaged in the fight against 
Communism? One, you already know of. 
He was a General with a fine war record 
who believed in the ideals he had fought 
in two wars to preserve. He was relieved 
of command and publicly humiliated. As for 
myself, I will probably go to a line unit, 
where I can be watched and not be able to 
spread my blasphemous lies that Commu- 
nism is evil. My boss will go back to his 
old job as a first sergeant where he too 
may be watched. Two will be returned to 
their units where they will serve the army 
as, respectively, a clerk and a radio operator. 
(What of their other talent, indeed it almost 
is a talent today, of being a true American?) 
The rest of the office will be scattered 
throughout the division filling slots where 
they cannot continue with the fight against 
Communism on an organized basis. 

But what of 16,000 men who are still 
wondering just exactly what did happen? 
And what of 180 million Americans who are 
(by virtue of the recent move) left with the 
impression that we were witch-hunting and 
that there is no real threat after all. Who 
will take the place of the Pro-Blue program 
in teaching the men in uniform what they 
are supposed to be doing? 

Me? As a private soldier in the service 
of the United States, one time member of 
the “notorious Special Warfare Section, an 
American who did not lay aside the Citizen 
when I assumed the Soldier, I must continue 
my search for the battle-field where I can 
again join the fight against Communism.

The Nation’s mobilization to meet the 
Berlin crisis is in danger of being under- 


mined by a naivete about communism, “an — 


almost fantastic gullibility,” displayed in 
certain key government quarters, Senator 
Strom Thurmond (D., S.C.) charged in a 
long speech on the Senate floor. 

Protesting recent restraints on the free- 
dom of informed anti-Communist military. 
leaders to participate in public seminars 
and information programs, he cited: 

BLAMES FULBRIGHT, MURROW 

1) Senator J. W. Fulbright (D., Ark.), 
chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, who called on Pres. Kennedy 
to reconsider a 1958 National Security Coun- 
cil Directive under which the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff issued an order directing the ser- 
vices to establish individual cold war in- 
formation programs. The directive calls for 
mobilizing all arms of government—amilitary, 
diplomatic, civilian—in the cold-war struggle. 

2) Edward R. Murrow, director of the 
United States Information Agency, who has 
narrated a “gutless” and “namby-pamby” 
film for the Armed Forces to replace the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities’ 
hard-hitting “Operation Abolition.” 

3) Arthur Sylvester, Assistant Secretary 
of Defense, who dismissed the efforts to 
alert Americans to the international con- 
spiracy with the statement “Oh, Senator, 
everybody knows the enemy.” 

Senator Thurmond said: “Despite the fact 
that Communism is at war with us in the 
United States in a protracted conflict—more 
total than any conflict before experienced 
on this planet in that it is psychological, 
political, economic, diplomatic, subversive, 
and military in nature—there is irrefutable 
evidence that many in our midst do not 
understand that we are indeed at war and 
that our liberties and our very survival as 
a nation hang in the balance. 

“Too many, including persons in positions 
of high trust, neither fully realize the nature 
of the conflict nor the nature of the enemy 
which opposes us. Repeatedly, I encounter 
people who dismiss our lack ef knowledge 
about the enemy with the ready assumption 
that everyone knows the enemy... .” 

The events of recent years provide un- 
impeachable proof that we do not under- 
stand the nature or methods of Communists 
and Communism, he said. 

“Had we understood and appreciated the 
menace of Communism, we would not today 
be suffering from the losses of our blind 
negotiations at Yalta and Potsdam. 

“Had we understood and recognized Com- 
munism when we saw it, we would never 
have made the mistake of officially char- 
acterizing the Red Communist Chinese as 
‘agrarian reformers.’ 

“Had we the ability to detect a Commu- 
nist and a Communist movement, Castro 
would never have had our support in estab- 
lishing a Communist dictatorship over the 
Cuban people 90 miles from our shores. 

SUCCESS OF HISS, ROSENBERGS ~ 

“If we as a people understood Communism 
and Communist tactics, we would never have 
fallen prey to subversion at the hands of 
Alger Hiss, the Rosenbergs, Greenglass, 
Fuchs, or Harry Dexter White, and the 
many other Communist spies and agents who 
were caught—not to mention the many who 
remain undetected and unapprehended.” 

Senator Thurmond declared the postwar 
years in America prove beyond doubt that 
Americans, by and large, do not understand 
Communism and its tactics. 

“Not only do our people need a better 
knowledge and understanding of Commu- 
nism, but many need more information and 
reverence for the principles on which our 
own Government is founded. If some lack 
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an understanding of our own system, how 
can they appreciate the vast gulf which 
separates these principles from the insidious, 
false, and atheistic ideology which under- 
lies the Communist menace?” 

Concrete facts of history attest graphic- 
ally to this deficiency also, he said, as evi- 
denced by the fact that 38 percent of those 
Americans captured by the Communists in 
Korea are reported to have given comfort 
to the enemy. 

VICTIMS OF THE SMEAR 

There are those among the organizations 
and individuals in our society who have 
devoted the time and effort necessary in 
order to compile the facts and derive the 
understanding essential to a thorough 
knowledge of the ideology and practices of 
Communism, he continued. 

“I regret to say that in most instances 
these groups and individuals are most 
easily identifiable by the continuous vitu- 
perative, false, and slanderous attacks upon 
their existence . . . The Communists and 
Communist sympathizers leave no stone 
unturned and ne lie untold in their efforts 
to discredit these organizations and in- 
dividuals.” 

The American people, and especially 
those serving in uniform, possess another 


knowledgeable source on the nature of the. 


enemy, our military leaders, the South 
Carolina legislator said. 

“This is a particularly effective source 
of information against Communism, for it 
is not a source to which political motives 
can be easily attributed. It is a source 
which has a long history of patriotic and 
devoted service to the people of the United 
States and their liberty. It is a source 
which has proved its willingness to make 
the supreme sacrifice if necessary to pre- 
serve the principles of liberty on which our 
Government was founded.” 

Senator Thurmond offered the following 
argument: 

GENERAL WALKER 

Military officers, charged with defending 
the Nation from all enemies, foreign and 
domestic, must know the enemy in order 
to defend against him. But the enemy is 
not exclusively military, and no facet of 
his capacity for aggression can be ignored 
by the military man sworn to defend the 
Constitution. The military leader, there- 
fore, has the obligation of informing his 
troops and the American public. 

The best evidence that they are doing 
a good job, he said, “takes the form of an 
organized campaign, originating initially 
with the Communists themselves, to dis- 
credit and intimidate the military leaders 
of our Country. 

“Possibly the beginnings of the attack, 
other than in ‘Pravda’ itself, was with a 


slander sheet called the ‘Overseas Weekly,’ 


which apparently has as its primary pur- 
pose the general discrediting of - United 
States servicemen and their leadership in 
Europe, particularly thoseof-the 24th 
Infantry Division. 

“As a particular target, the Wverseas 
Weekly’ undertook a campaign against the 

anti-Communist indoctrination —course of 
the 24th Division and its commander at that 
time, Maj. Gen. Edwin Walker, ~~ 

“It is significant that although the ‘Over- 
seas Weekly’ has been charged with being 
subversive by many persons the only in- 
vestigation has been directed~at~ General 
Walker and not the vicious slander sheet 
which dances to the tune of leftwing causes 
and gives its most prominent display to 
‘girlie cheesecake’ pictures and sensational 
GI crimes in its publication. area, so near 
the Iron Ourtain. 

“Despite the softly worded. ‘conclusions 
contained in the Department of Defense 
release on the General Walker incident, it 
is apparent that the campaign of the ‘Over- 
seas’ Weekly’ against. the indoctrination 
program and General Walker was a great 
success for the Communists.” 

It would be hard to judge whether the 
campaign of the “Overseas Weekly” was a 
test for effectiveness of the general cam- 
paign to discredit military leaders which 
was to follow or whether the success of the 
effort in this particular instanee gave birth 
to the idea for the general campaign, the 
Senator stated. 

“Whatever was the case, the - general 
campaign thereafter commenced.in earnest. 
As is often the case with such moves, the 
origin in this Country is found. in.a publi- 
eation entitled the ‘Worker,’ ”’ official organ 
of the Communist. Party, U.S.A. ...

The “Worker” carried articles June 4 and 
16 and the New York “Times” .came aut 
June 17 with an article by Cahel},-Phillips

Senator Thurmond said “On July 10, 
1961, concrete evidence - that the ‘campaign 
to censor and suppress the remarks of our 
military leaders was ha effect appeared 
in the Department of Defense li No. 
5122.5.” . 

In the New York “Times” July 21, Cabell 
Phillips wrote: 

“The Defense Department lias” Tasued a 
directive placing restraints on thé freedem 
of military officers to allvocate fightwing 
political theories in official public appear- 
ances. This action resulted. from critical 
memorandum from Senator J, W.. Fulbright 


The directive was issued in the guise of 
broadening the duties of the Assistant Seere- 
tary of Defense for Public Affairs, Arthur 
Sylvester. 
‘BLOW TO USS.. SECURITY” 
“The memorandum, which originated with- 
a Oe Foreign Relations Committee of the 
te, according to press reports, charged 
that the military is teaching the troops that

--Readers cannot fully understand the smear 
ef our patriotic army officers unless they 
understand the background and nature of 
those-who do the smearing.

Fulbright’s Secret Directive 


= Senator J. W. Fulbright (Democrat of 
Arkansas), Chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, a Rhodes Scholar, and

directive. This directive, sent to a few im- 
portant members of the government, appears 
to be the signal to muzzle the armed services 
with respect to informing the three million 
in service on the dangers of communism.

Senator Fulbright was challenged vigor- 
ously on the Senate floor by Senator Strom 
Thurmond (Democrat of South Carolina), 
a Major General in the Army Reserve; he 
has five battle stars and six decorations.

The content no doubt has varied from 
program to program, but running 
through all ef them is a central theme 
that the primary, if not exclusive dan- 
ger to this country is internal Commu- 
nist infiltration ..... 

The thesis of the nature of the Commu- 

nist threat often is developed by equat- 

ing social legislation with socialism, and 
the latter with Communism ..... 

This view of the Communist menace 

renders foreign aid, cultural exchanges, 

disarmament negotiations, and other 
international programs, as extremely 
wasteful, if not actually subversive .... 

There are many indications that the 

philosophy of the program is represent- 

ative of a substantial element of military 
thought, and has great appeal to the 
military mind..... 

There is little in the education, training 

or experience of most military officers 
_ to equip them with the balance of judg- 

ment necessary to put their own ulti- 
mate solutions—those with which their 
education, training and experience are 
concerned—into proper perspective in 
the President’s total ‘strategy for the 
nuclear age’..... 

In the long run, it is quite possible that 

the principal problem of leadership will 

be, if it is not already, to restrain the 
desire of the people to hit the Commu- 
nists with everything we’ve got, partic- 
cularly if there are more Cubas and 

Pride in victory, and frustration in 

restraint, during the Korean War, led 

to MacArthur’s revolt and McCarthy- 

It is probably the view of most mem- 

bers of Congress today that if foreign 

aid were laid before the people in a 

referendum, it would be defeated. The 

question arises, how will it be 5 or 10 

years from now?..... 

The radicalism of the right can be ex- 

pected to have great mass appeal during 

such periods ..... 

Fundamentally, it is believed that the 

American people have little, if any, 

need to be alerted to the menace of the 

cold war 

Here we have a sample of the thinking 
of a Rhodes Scholar educated at Oxford, 
England, a Fabian Socialist One Worlder. 
By the maneuvering of other Rhodes Schol- 
ars and One World eggheads, Fulbright has 
been placed in our U.S. Senate not to work 
for the U.S., but for One World. 

Now that he has exposed himself, will the 
people in Arkansas vote to return him to 
the Senate?
